New York “Dry* Long Ago. 
At one time the whole state of 
New Tort was under a drastic pro* 
hibltion law. 
This was after Maine 
voluntarily^turned Itself Into a dry 
camp. 
Wtien Maine took this ac* 
don In 1851, It had a profound effect 
on New York's citizens. 
Accordingly 
a strict dry law was passed by the 
New York legislature In 1854, but Gov* 
ernor Seymour vetoed the act. 
The 
gubernatorial 
action 
caused 
one of the hottest temperance cam­ 
paigns ever waged In America, and 
the Whigs, favoring temperance, nom­ 
inated Myron II. Clark for governor, 
and the campaign was fought oat on 
the question of prohibition. 
Governor 
Seymour was renominated, and was 
supported by the liquor element, but 
wns defeated by a scant 309 votes. 
Following the election the legislature 
In 1855 passed another law “for the 
prevention of intempgrance, pauperism 
and crime,” which was a very severe 
measure. It was In force for ll months. 
In 18.V5 the court of appeals declared 
the law inoperative and unconstitu­ 
tional.

DEAN OF PAINLESS SURGERY 


Joseph Lister Lives in History aa Ona 
of the Greatest Benefactor* 
of Mankind. 


One of the world’s greatest benefac­ 
tors was Joseph Lister, the* eminent 
English Kiirg«on who was the first 
to apply the antiseptic system of sur­ 
gery, of which he was the discoverer 
and pioneer. Lister died seven years 
ago. 
The first great advance In mod­ 
ern surgery was made during the sec* 
ond quarter of the nineteenth century, 
when 
Godwin, 
Mitchell, 
Jackson, 
Wood-Bache and Doctor Morton dis­ 
coverer! and applied anesthesia, which 
did away with the pain and horrors 
of the operating room. Since then vast 
Improvements have been made In an­ 
esthesia. 
It remained for Lister to 
Introduce antiseptic surgery or treat­ 
ment to kill germ* in surgical opera­ 
tions and accidental wounds, by which 
the lives of thousands have been saved. 
In addition to this important dis­ 
covery, be made important observa­ 
tions on the early stages of inflamma­ 
tion. the coagulation of tin* blood and 
other matters. 
Lord Lister (he was 
elevated to the peerage) was surgeon 
extraordinary to Queen Victoria and 
later to King Edward. 


Red Cross Work to Continue. 
The ambulances of the British Red 
Cro*s are to be among the war-work­ 
ers that will never be demobilized The 
pick of that great park of ambulances, 
familiar to every soldier who hus land­ 
ed at or left Boulogne, will form the 
nncleus of a permanent service, In 
which all England will share. 
A com­ 
missioner Is now at work finding 
homes for 500 of these ambulances, 
and is so mapping out the country 
that, If possible, no place shall be more 
than 15 miles from an ambulance, 
w'hlch Rho ll be at the service of any 
doctor who has a serious ease to move 
to hospital. 
All these ambulances will 
be under a central control, which will 
guarantee the efficiency of the car and 
the service; and the organization will 
have the active assistance of those 
who have learned all there is to learn 
about the running of ambulances dur­ 
ing the war. 
The rest of the ambu­ 
lances being over-much war-worn, or 
not specially well suited, will be added 
to the enormous total of cars and mo­ 
torcycles now being sold or scrapped. 


First Thrift Day. 
The first “Thrift day" in America 
was August ll, 1915. That was the 
first time one special day wag ever 
officially set aside for the purpose of 
encouraging attention to thrift. 
The 
day was celebrated In California as 
“Thrift day" in response to a procla­ 
mation of Governor Johnson. The oc­ 
casion marked the opening of the 
thrift congress, held at the Panama- 
Pacific expiation by the American So­ 
ciety for Thrift.—Thrift Magazine.

House Joint Resolution No. 13. 
A Joint Resolution proposing to amend 
Section 49, Article 3 of the Constitu­ 
tion of the State of Texas relating 
to the power to create debts bv or on 
behalf of the Stale so as hereafter 
to authorize the Legislature to enact 
such laws as may be necessary di­ 
recting the Government of the State 
to issue bonds in a sum not to ex­ 
ceed $76,000,0(10; providing for tile 
levy ot a tax to create the necessary 
interest and sinking fund therefor; 
* and providing that the proceeds from 
the sale of such bonds shall be used 
in the construction of durable, bard 
surfaced roads up >n the public high­ 
ways of the State. 
BL IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE 
OF THE STATE OF TEXAS; 
SEC I ION I. 
Amend said Section so 
as to read after its adoption as fol­ 
lows: 
Article 3. 
Section 49. 
No 
debt 
shall be created by or on behalf of the 
State, except to supply casual de­ 
ficiencies of revenue, repel invasion, 
supres.s insurrection, defend the Slate 
in war, or pay existing debt; and the 
debt created to supply deficiencies in 
the revenue shalt never exceed in the 
aggregate at any one time, two hun­ 
dred thousand dollars ($200,000); pro­ 
vided however, that the Legislature 
may enact such legislation as may be 
necessary to authorize and direct the 
Government to issue bonds of the State 
in a sum not to exceed Seventy five 
million ($75,( K H ) ,OOO) dollars, the pro­ 
ceeds to be used in the construction of
